NOTE 


The present collection of over four hundred lots, 
is composed chiefly of old Chinese porcelain, pottery 
and curios, that were purchased by the undersigned 
from the famous collection of the late A. D. Startseff 
of Tientsin. Less than twenty-five lots have been 
added, and these have been included to create pairs 
or complete sets, and in each instance are marked in 
the catalogue with an asterisk (*). Each lot from 
the Startseff Collection bears a special ticket. 

For many years the late Mr. Startseff, the noted 
Russian exporter of tea, employed his leisure in form- 
ing a collection of the art of China, indicating his 
preference for single colors and the decorated varie- 
ties of the eighteenth century. His holdings in 
porcelains and curios at the time of his death, which 
occurred in the winter of 1900, were very large, but 
the collection was greatly depleted by theft, before 
his executors assumed control of his property. Last 
year the collection, as found, was shipped to London 
and privately sold. Nearly four hundred pieces were 
secured by the writer, and are now placed in the 
hands of the American Art Association, to be sold 
at unrestricted public sale.
